Our correspondent says truly, that there 
is in the breast of every one, a concioiii- 
7ifss,that man was formed for u higher and 
nobler purpose, than to be the drudge and 
servile instrument of his fellow man. It 
is so. All of us, not depraved anddegra 
ded, know it by that internal experience, 
which is ever the highest revel.-ition of 
truth. .An appeal to that consciousness, 
if wisely made, will never be in vain — 
Prejudice may deride it; passion, scoff at 
it; interest, oppose it; but, with all these 
strong barriers, il will be liearil. 

.Men of short views, and timid natures, 
when they sej exces.ses committed, shrink 
back in dismay as if all were lost.

Orifin of the I'rnirie, 

The origin of those meadows which 
spread themselves in beauty over the 
Western country, seems to be a mystery 
* which only conjecture can fathom, for man 
draws back profoundly struck with the 
thought of the ages that must have rolled 
their uncounted years along the river of 
time before the West became the liabila- 
tion of its present possessors. .Many ari'| 
the conjectures concerning the formation 
ol those natural domains. I'he most prob- 
able is that the Lakes had once an outlet 
through the valley of the .Mississippi, and 
that the wa'.er overspread thr whole west 
era country — that its bl tie wave wa.shed 
the base of the Hocky Mountain ridge on 
the \\ est, and was daiiiiiied buck until it 
thundered over thi^ falls, as a waste gate, 
on the East. U hat a glorious cataract 
was Niagra in those times. 

The upper and first stratum of the 
prairie is in some places a sandy, and in 
others, where there appears to have been 
more of decayeit vegetable matter, a dark 
loam; the second sand, or clay, and some- 
times gravel of larg^ size, that hears evi- 
tknce of having been rolled about by the' 
action of the water which thus rentlercd i 
the stones round and smooth.

ter, wo do not know his name, statc3,s'hat 
on the southern shores of the lakes, 
wherever the superficial gravel has been | 
removed from the rocky strata, the latter i 
appear ploughed by straight parallel fur- 
rows, running generally in a southern di- 
rection, and always preserving their par- 
allelism. 

Geologists account for the existence ol 
these boulders of granite blocks, by sup- 
posing lhat they wxre carried ofT by wa- 
ter and ice. During the submergence ol 
the country, these huge boulders were 
perhaps caught up by the ice, and firmly 
embedded in its solid masses, carried ofl 
by the force of the current or b)' ihc 
winds blowing from the North and West. 
Thus when the ice melted U|)onthe return 
of warm weather, they were deposited in 
the various places in which they are now 
found. 

The difTej^ent strain of rocks in the Fo.x 
River country; and in fiict the appearance 
of the banks of all the Western rivers 
where rock is to be found, is that present- 
ed at the sea shore upon the recession of 
the tide. High up the banks :i line is per- 
ceptible, evidently caused by the washing 
of the current, and this at the height of 
40 or 50 feet in some places, showing a 
vast diHerence in the height of the water 
now and what it must have boon when it 
(lowed on a level with those ancient marks. 
The lime stone strata are almo.st made up. 
in many places, of fossil remains, most 
probably salt water depositions. 

Some Geologists consider the alluvial 
lands of the \\ est of recent formation. — 
Actual discovery will scarcely bear them 
out in this. There are changes going 
on imperceptibly even now in the forma- 
tion of bolloni lands and the washing 
away of strata, and its ileposition in other 
places, but we think that from the begin- 
ning this change has been going on, and 
that a vast period of time must have elap- 
sed ere the face of the country assumed 
its present appearance.

Our opinion is ( but it is only conjee- ' 
ture)that llie I'raii ies were uol originally,' 
as some have bi-en led to suppose, cover- 1 
ed with timber, which was burntid off by 
the annual fires; but that they were the 
bottoms of lakes which cventuiilly as the 
waters receded became covered with herb- 
age, thus ranges for cattle, and finally 
capable of sustaining man. It will be 
noticed that the heaviest and greatest quan- 
lity of timber is to be found on the east- 
ern banks of the rivers. This is the re- 
sult of the wind's blowing nftener and 
with more steadiness from the west and 
southwest than from any other points, 
while the fire being checked by the stream 
does not consume the '.iinbcr on its op- 
posite bank. 

The immense bodies of water, which 
flow through the west, depositing their 
muddy tribute as they go, have made it 
the garden of the -American Conlinunt. — 
It appears to us that the west olTurs the 
richest fit-Id for inquiry and speculation 
to the (Jeologist of any other |)ortion of 
the earth.
